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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 5/22/08 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no burden on the 
examiner to examine both Groups. This is not found persuasive because the Group I 
claims do not require the particle search of Group II. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In line 1 , shouldn't 'process' be changed to -apparatus-? 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7,13,15,20,21,24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by the Russian '348 patent. As noted in the Search Report filed with this 
application, this patent appears to show the separation and reduction of wollastonite 
ore. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11,12,14,16-18,23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the Russian '348 patent. The limitations of these claims would have 
been obvious modifications by one of ordinary skill in the art once the basic process and 
apparatus was known. For example, the use of grain sorting apparatus is well known in 
the separating art and of no patentable merit. 

Claims 8-10,22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the Russian '348 patent as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of the Russian 
'513 patent. The basic patent does not appear to show the use of mesh screens. This 
could lead to expensive type screening. The Russian '513 patent solves this problem 
by disclosing the use of mesh screens in a similar apparatus and process. In order to 
reduce process and apparatus costs, It would have been obvious for one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify the Russian '348 process and apparatus by providing mesh 
screens as necessary, taught to be desirable by the Russian '513 patent.
